A new barrier gate guaranteed to stop 
any automobile at any speed will be 
tried out at the Lake street bridge, ac- 
cording to a letter which Commissioner 
of Public Works W. R. “Moorhouse has 
written to Tap Taisvwe. The gate is 
designed to prevent accidents such as 
the one at the Twelfth street bridge, 
where an automobile plunged through 
the open draw into the river. 

The gate is so constructed, Mr. Moor 
house, says, “that a drunken or eare- 
less chauffeur crushing through the first 
or guard gate will strike a sixteen inch 
bogm and slide it against what is known 
as friction resistance for such a distance 
as either to stop the machine or, if the 
speed of the machine is unreasonable, 
wreck it beyond repair.”
